the v o ting and that his p ro gram will 
be to call new electio ns and in the 
meantime co ntinu o his own effo rts 
to ward the p acificatio n of the co u ntry . 
The imp ressio n in Washingto n is that 
this statem ent by Hu erta co nstitu tes 
his answer to the d emand s of the 
United States and that this go v ern­ 
m ent is now face to face with the q nes- 
tio n o f d ecid ing u p o n an immed iate 
co u rse o f actio n. 
Dev elo p ments here, 
inclu d ing the p resid ent’s co nferences 
with members of the fo reign relatio ns 
co mmittee, ind icated that this is the 
p resent state of affairs. 
Now that there ap p arently is no 
chance o f Hu erta y ield ing his d eter­ 
minatio n to remain at the head of the 
Mex ican go v ernment, the situ atio n as 
far as this go v ernment is co ncerned 
is simp ly this: 
Presid ent Wilso n nev er will reco g­ 
nize Hu erta and will co ntinu e ie in­ 
sist that he m u st go. This p olicy may 
be carried o u t In o nly two way s. Eith­ 
er the tro o p s of the United States mu st 
enter Mex ico o r the task mu st be u n­ 
d ertaken by Carranza and his fo llo w­ 
ers after the United States markets 
fo r arms and ammu nitio n hav e been 
thro wn o p en to them and it has been 
mad e ap p arent that this go v ernment 
Is giv ing them its mo ral su p p o rt. 
The co u rse that is u p p ermo st in the 
mind of the ad ministratio n now is the 
lifting o f the embargo o n arm s and 
o ther mu nitio ns of war alo ng the bo r­ 
d er. 
As to whether the Eu ro p ean go v ern­ 
ments wou ld be co ntent to stand by 
and witness the increased blo o d shed 
in Mex ico witho u t d emand ing fu rther 
p ro tectio n fo r the liv es and p ro p erty of 
the p eo p le of their natio ns is ano ther 
q u estio n. 
This p hase of the situ atio n 
has been serio u sly co nsid ered by 'mem- 
bers of the senate co mmittee and by 
the p resid ent. 
Many members o f the 
senate are inclined to believ e that the 
Hu erta as well as the Carranza fo llo w­ 
ers wou ld d o their u tmo st to p ro tect 
the liv es and p ro p erty of fo reigners 
and that co nd itio ns in this resp ect 
wou ld be as fav o rable u nd er su ch a 
p o licy as they wou ld be if the United 
States fo rces themselv es interv ened .

Jap anese were o p erating Villa’s ma­ 
chine gu ne and were seen at a d istance 
of less than IOO m eters fro m fed eral 
p o sitio ns. 
Amo ng the d ead are Colonel And res 
Lu jan, the y o u thfu l chief of staff u n­ 
d er General Marclo Carav ao , a fed eral 
co mmand er. 
Lu jan was killed while 
making his way with a d etachment of 
twelv e men from o ne wing of Cara- 
v ao ’s d iv isio n to ano ther. His d etach­ 
m ent was annihilated by the rebels. 
Sev eral rebel shells 
fell into the j 
Po rfirio Diaz ho sp ital, killing a nu rse.

ho u se where they were asleep . 
Fo u r hu nd red rebels fo rced their 
■way Frid ay afterno o n to the Natio nal 
Panteo n, a theater in the v ery heart 
of the cap ital. 
Only the ex p lo sio n of 
mines p lanted in the o p en sp ace in 
fro nt o f the theater p rev ented them re 
tam ing their p o sitio n. 
One hu nd red 
a ni fifty were killed by the ex p lo sio n 
and nearly 200 wo u nd ed . The remain­ 
der were driv en ou t.

Not Satisfied Will) Nullification 


el Rebate. 


W ashington. Nov. IO.— The treasury 
departm ent has made public Attorney 
General M cReynold’s opinion on the 
clause In the new tariff law, which 
gives a 5 per cent rebate to all goods 
im ported in Am erican vessels. 
The I 
attorney general holds that this clause J 
is null and void because it im pairs j 
treaty obligations of the United States 
governm ent guaranteeing m any for­ 
eign nations against any discrim ina­ 
tion in the m atter of duties. 
This means that no effort w ill be 
made by the treasury departm ent to 
put this clause of the tariff law Into 
operation. 
It means, too, that Am eri­ 
can ship owners w ill im m ediately take 
steps to carry the 
m atter into the 
courts and obtain a jud icial interpre­ 
tation of the law. 
Through the attorney general’s opin­ 
ion the adm inistration is relieved of 
several serious em barrassm ents. 
The 
enforcem ent of the clause threatened 
to bring on tariff com plications w ith 
tw enty or more nations which have 
treaties w ith tho U nited States and 
m any of w hich already have lodged 
protests. 
Furtherm ore the adm inistration of 
the clause threatened to reduce the es­ 
tim ated revenue under the new tariff 
law by about $10,090,000. 
On the other hand the decision of 
the attorney general is certain to be 
m et with serious objection in congress 
and lik ely to lead to an effort to ac­ 
com plish by additional legislation what 
congress sought to do in this provision 
of the tariff bilL

fix ing the retail p rice at which any 
giv en article may be so ld. 
The Su ­ 
p reme co u rt o f the United States has 
already u p held the law. 
As the secretary o f co mmerce say s, 
it is no w the law' o f the land and 
mu st be o bserv ed, bu t its eco no mic^ 
effect sho u ld be tho ro u ghly inv estiga­ 
ted, in the interest o f fu tu re legisla­ 
tio n. The p ro v isio ns o f the law hav e 
been o ften attacked with mu ch sho w 
o f reaso n. 
It has been u rged that 
the tendency o f the law' will be to 
so o n destro y the bu siness o f co n­ 
cerns that hav e thro u gh maintenance 
o f q u ality and wide adv ertising made, 
certain articles standard. Under the 
new law' these articles may be bo u ght 
in q u anity and so ld as “leaders” ev en 
at less than co st. Their v alu e as 
“leaders” wo u ld be du e to the v ery 
fact that they had been so w'idely ad­ 
v ertised and their p rices 
so 
tho r­ 
o u ghly established. 
The resu lt o f this wro u ld be to 
ev entu ally disp lace tile 
articles in 
mo st retail establishments. A retail­ 
er wo u ld sell at to o lo w a margin o f 
p ro fit to meet co mp etitio n. 
And he 
co u ld no t insist o n p ro p er p rices 
witho u t getting the general rep u ta­ 
tio n o f charging mo re fo r go o ds than 
his co mp etito r do es. The natu ral re­ 
su lt w'o u ld be fo r him to carry cheap ­ 
er “su bstitu tes,” articles flint came 
into ex istence thro u gh the demand 
created by the adv ertising o f the 
p io neer p ro du cer.

IO.—The bisho p o f Lo n­ 
do n, Dr. Ingraham, has pro claimed him­ 
self the champio n o f all Christian peo ­ 
ple o f the metro po lis to lead a cam­ 
paign fo r a pu rer mo ral standard in 
mu sic halls and theaters. This is the 
o u tco me o f the ho stility o f the clergy , 
headed by the bisho p o f Kensingto n, 
to the perfo rmance o f Gaby Desly s at 
the Palace theater. 
G. Bernard Shaw wro te a character­ 
istic letter to the Times the o ther day 
sco ring the bisho p o f Kensingto n, beg­ 
ging tile qu estio n as to what is fit o r 
u nfit fo r the theater and co nstitu ting 
himself the ju dge o f that qu estio n. 
“The su ggestio n Is made,’’ said Mr. 
Shaw, “that gratificatio n o f sex u al 
emo tio n is o ne o f the main u ses to 
which the theater is pu t. If the taste 
fo r v o lu ptu o u s entertainment is so me­ 
times mo rbid the taste fo r religio u s 
edificatio n is o pen to precisely the 
same o bjectio n. 
“If I had,” said Mr. Shaw, “a neu ­ 
ro tic girl I wo u ld mu ch rather risk 
taking her to the Palace than to a re­ 
v iv al meeting. No bo dy y et has co u nt­ 
ed the nu mber o f characters wrecked 
by Intemperance in religio u s emo tio n.” 
The gist o f Shaw’s plea is that what 
is mo ral to o ne perso n may be immo r­ 
al to ano ther, and if y o u do n't like 
the pro gram abo u t the Palace y o u 
do n’t hav e to go there. 
Dr. Ingraham, the Chu rch o f Eng­ 
land bisho p o f Lo ndo n, 
referred to 
Shaw’s letter in his sermo n Su nday 
mo rning. He Bald: 
“This man o f the 
wo rld co ntends that no abso lu te stan­ 
dard o f pu rity ex ists and that there is 
no su ch thing as po sitiv e mo rality . 
If that is so we are go ing back to a 
standard no t o nly belo w that o f Plato 
and Aristo tle, bu t belo w that o f many 
sav age tribes. If the chu rch sat do wn 
u nder su ch a standard it wo u ld be dis­ 
o wning all its traditio ns. It wo u ld be 
better fo r it to abando n the title o f 
chu rch o f Christ.” 
The bisho p o f Kensingto n, speaking 
in his chu rch, co mplained that when­ 
ev er he tried to fight 
impu rity he 
fo u nd he was u p against the dead wall 
o f men’s apathy . 
Paro dy ing Lo ngfel­ 
lo w’s Psalm o f Life, he asked if it was 
alway s go ing to be tru e that 
“In the wo rld’s great field o f battle, 
In the biv o u ac o f life, 
Yo u will find the Christian so ldier 
Represented by his wife.”

Robert L. Kelley of Earlham College 


cfh “The Place of the Bible in the Ed­ 


ucational System” at tho meeting of 
the City and Town School Superin­ 
tendents’ Association in Indianapolis 
Saturday afternoon, the association 
adopted a resolution indorsing the 
tentative 
provisions of 
the 
state 
hoard of education for Bible study 
in the schools. 
Superintendent J. II. 
Scholl of the Rushville schools a t­ 
tended and participated in the dis­ 
cussions. 
President Kelley explained that a 
syllabus for Bible study now in use 
in North Dakota should be recom­ 
mended for use in Indiana, and in 
case high school authorities take far 
vorahle action on its use, students 
who so elect may follow the course 
of study 
outlined. 
Instruction 
is 
intrusted to parents. 
Sunday .school 
teachers, ministers and others inter­ 
ested in the pupils, and at stated in­ 
tervals the school 
authorities 
will 
hold examinations for students 
of 
the course. 
In the examination questions, the 
literary and historical value, and not 
the theological value, of the Bible, is 
to be taken up. 


Nearly $100,000 is disbursed to he­ 
roes or their relatives by the Carnegie 
hero fund commission, according to its 
report just made public. 
The commis­ 
sion distributes immediately $91,000 in 
awards of $2,000 and $1,000 each. 
There are sixteen awards of $2,000 
and thirty-nine of $1,000 each. The re­ 
mainder are in awards consisting of 
pensions ranging from $5 to $65 a 
month and in cash sums under $1,000. 
A medal, either bronze or silver or gold. 
accompanies every award. 
The highest award, consisting of a 
gold medal and $2,000 in cash, goes to 
Charles N. Wright, a merchant, thirty - 
elght years old, of Highlands, N. C., 
who, with William L. Dillard, a livery­ 
man, thirty-three years old, of the 
same place, helped to save R. Augustus 
Baty, a carpenter, from a fall down a 
precipice at that place (Ai May 14,1911. 
Dillard receives a silver medal aud 
$2,000. 
Baty had fallen from the summit of 
W hiteside mountain at Fool’s rock and 
rolled 150 feet down an almost vertical 
cliff and lodged against a small bush, 
two Inches from the brink of a preci­ 
pice 2,000 feet deep, part of his body 
dangling over the edge. 
Wright and Dillard descended the 
vertical ledge, their only handholds or 
footholds being ridges and hollows not 
more than an inch in height or depth. 
Wright’s w ife saw him and began to 
scream. He was nearly unnerved, but 
pushed on. 
Stopping at a tiny bush 
six feet above Baty he let his feet 
down to a ledge two feet above the 
brink and then grasped Baty’s coat col­ 
lar. 
Baty gave a sudden Jerk, but be­ 
came quiet when Wright threatened 
him. 
Wright drew Baty up to a place of 
comparative 
safety, 
where 
Dillard, 
who had lost his nerve in the Anal 
stages of the rescue, was waiting. The 
two men pow took Baty, who was de­ 
lirious, fifteen feet across the bare face 
of the cliff, within eighteen inches of 
the brink. 
Then they moved him to 
the foot of the vertical ledge at the 
summit, from which point he was 
hoisted by means of a line. 
The res­ 
cue took two hours and thirty minutes.
